On the 14th November, 1979, Shri Charan Pal Singh, 
Police Inspector, with a posse of Police / 1’W- ' nc V 11 ’"? 
Jawahar J-at. Police Sub-Inspector, combed the jungle of 
village Deotaria in order to verify the suspected presence o 
the gang of dacoit Chhabiram. While they were returning from 
the jungle, information was received about the presence of 
notorious dacoit Runvir Singh Lodh and his gang m v dlag 
Maha Ktitra, PS Aliganj in the house of Shri Baboo Ram- 
The informer had reported that the gang- fully armed with 
sophisticated weapons, was planning to commit a dacoity. 

On receiving this information Shri Charan Pal Singh along 
with the .Police force rushed to village Maha ELhera. The 
gang was reported to be hiding in a covered shed of 
Nuresh Lodh, adiwenl to the hous « , Qf t . S ^‘ ® abo ^ f 
The Police party cautiously approached the house of Shri 
Baboo Ram where they sighted a wooden laddei which the 
dacoib had evidently fixed to climb the roof. On seeing 
the Police party, the dacoils opened fire on the Police who 
were in the open. Shri Charan Pal Singh oidued the 
Policemen to take covers where available He thw depk^ 
ed Shri lawahar Lai, Sub-fnspector, and other officers and 
men at all probable points of escape and P°^cd Pickets to 
cover the tracks. The inmates of the house of Shn Baboo 
Ram were evacuated and sent to secure places. The dacoris 
continued firing in all directions as a result of which Shn 
Jawahar Lai, Sub-Inspector, one Head Constable and a 
PAC Constable received gun shot injuries. At about 3.3 
PM the dacoits made an abortive bid to escape but b y 
could not do so as all the points of escape were under close 
watch by the Police. The Police party kept engaged the 
dacoits throughout the night by responding occasionally to 
their intermittent fire. Shri Charan Pal Smgh climbed up 
the roof of the house while his men gave him fire cover,

As a result of exchange of fire, one dacoit fell down wjlb 
his gun in the house of Shri Jawahar Singh. The dead body 
of the dacoit was later on identified to be that of notonops 
dacoit Kalicharan. Having reached to roof, Shri Charan 
Pal Sipgb opeped fire on the dacoits who had now become 
more vulnerable. The Police party kept up the pressure of 
fire on the dacoits hiding in the shed, After some time the 
fifing from the dacoils ceased and the police did not return 
fire. On ejijering the shed, five dacoits were found dead 
In this gallant encounter which lasted 17 hours," six dadoits 
wprg Jailed. 

In this encounter, Shri C Imran Pal Singh, Inspector, and 
Shri Jawahar Lai, Sub-Inspectoi, exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, exemplaiy courage and dcvolion to duty of a 
very high order.

culprit and his associate. The revolver was found loaded 
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and was operative. These two culprits were members of a 
gang which had earlier robbed an old women of her gold 
bangles from a nearby building and were attempting their 
get-away. Shri Dangle was able to seize an air-bag contain¬ 
ing a “Rampuri” knife a live cartridge and two gold bangles. 

In apprehending the culprits Shri Bhaskar Ramehandra 
Dangle exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a high order.

On the 8th June, 1982, Shri Rai Singh, Dy. Supdt. 
of Police, Officer Commanding ‘D* Coy. located at Sagol- 
mang received information that Shri Biney Singh, ihe 
Kanglcipak Communist Party leader, was likely to organise 
a meeting with HLA at a place near Taretkhul village on 
8/9th June. 1982. He immediately organised two small 
ambush parties. On the 9th June, 1982, (he party compris¬ 
ing of Shri Santokh Singh, Sub-Inspector, Shri Gopal 
Singh, Head Constable, Shri C. S. R. Rao, Constable, Shri 
Keshav Ram, Constable, and Shri Tejvir Singh, Constable, 
moved from the ambush site to the house of one Shri Rasi 
of village Loushangkhong in order to maintain watch from 
there. At about 13.45 hours, three suspicious persons were 
seen by Shri Keshav Ram, Constable, moving along the road 
near the house leading to Kaihi Khullen. He immediately 
alerted the party Paity Commander suspected that these 
people could he the extiemists. He made a plan and direc¬ 
ted Shri Gopal Singh, Shri C. S. R. Rao, Shri Keshtrv 
Ram and Shri Tejvir Singh to follow, challange and appre¬ 
hend them.

Shri Rao, Constable, challanged the three 
civilians, who were taken by complete surprise. All the 
three persons immediately ducked and took position. One 
of them, later identified as Temba PLA Chief, started firing 
at Shri Rao and his inmates with his pistol. Shri Rao and 
Shri Tejvir Singh retaliated the lire. Simultaneously, Shri 
Gopal Singh, Shii Rao, Shri Keshav Ram and Shri Tejvir 
Singh ran down in lightning speed, surrounded and grappled 
with the two extremists and did not give them chance 
either to run or to open fire on CRP party though both 
the insurgents tried to take out their weapons to fire. The 
third insurgent Temba continued firing on the CRPF party 
but the four gallant jawans were not deterred. After over¬ 
powering the two armed insurgents, Shri Gopal Singh, 
Head Constable, directed Shri Rao and Shri Tejvir Singh, 
Constables, to follow I'emba who started fleeing. He was 
chased but could not be located due to thick jungle and 
nallah. 

From the possession of the two apprehended extremists, 
one Stem Gun, 37 rounds, one revolver and 6 rounds were 
recovered. The two extiemists were identified as S/Shn 
Senjam Budha Singh Chaoba and Thokchom Singh of Sing- 
jamai Thokchom Leikai, Jmphal. 

Shri Gopal Singh, Head Constable Shri C, S. R. Rao. 
Constable, Shri Keshav Ram, Constable and Shri Tejvir 
Singh, Constable, thus exhibited conspicuous gallantry and 
commandable courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carry with them the special allowance admissi¬ 
ble under rule 5, with effect from the 9th June, 1982.
